5. Cfa page 11 strengthen the reference to Communist objective to absorb 
Kerala. A recommended rewording of the text is indicated on page 11. It is 
also recommended that on page 11 you omit direct, specific reference to one 
party the Congress Party — « whose incompetence, it is true, did exist and 
ms exploited by the Communists. Why not say instead "incompetence of other 
parties"? 

6, In the last sentence on page 12 surprise is expressed that CIA should 
publicly admit that the U.S. has "its secret services" for secret operations^ 
as against secret intelligence# 

7, On page lit a point of grammar is raised. Either omit the word "is", 
or restore a word such as "what* which may have bean inadvertently dropped by 
the typist. 

8. It is recommended that the above minor changes from U.S.I.A. and 

State be adoptecf. ~ ™ 

9. In order to meet the responsibilities of this office, it is requested 
that you furnish us with a copy of the speech, if you are going to use a text, 
or a copy of the notes (such as these herewith), if you are going to talk from 
notes. We will, of course, be called upon by the press, once you speak, to 
furnish copies of your speech. 

10, Information is also requested as to the hour of day or night when your 
speech will be mads.

She armed forces reserve system in the USSR is a very extensive 
organization. Virtually every Soviet male of military age— and mxss 
of the feaales-ia registered with the reserve system. Tim Reserves 
were established by the Universal Military Service lav of 1939. Hsserv- 
iste are divided into two categories by training and into three classes 
hy age. In Training Category I are all asm Approximately 10 million) 

*ho have completed the prescribed term of conscription in the azmed 
forces or the security tr'oops - this is normally three years. Training 
Cetegory II (another IQ million) includes those deterred or incapacitated 
for various reasons, and women who have bed military training and are 
liable for callup in mrtiae. Reservists are also divided into three 
classes by age; up to 35 , up to * 5 , and up to 50 . Semetime after reach- 
ing the nge of 50, depending cm rant, a reservist is theoretically no 
longer liable for recall. 

Bj© Military Service lew spool ties a quite extensive s chedule of 
reserve training periods for both categories. Privates in Training 
Category I, and under 35 , are liable to be called up for six 2-month 
periods between the ages of 2? and 35. Between the ages of 35 and U5 
they are liable for five I-aonth periods. A Captain in Category I,

Active duty training it performed in units or breaches of the 
regular establishment according to the reservist's occupational specialty. 

Snlisted reservists 
may attain KCO rank by talcing short refresher courses with local regular 
units. Officers are a u th o r ised to take correspondence courses with the 
various service academies. &ich courses presumably count as part of 
the requirement far pr emotion to the next higher rank. 

Another moans of providing reservists with training is through 
voluntary participation la IX®AAF*1 Many (juaiified reservists g re 
used as instructors by BGfiAAF in such fields as caasunlcatioue, motor 
mechanics, markmasnehip, parachuting, and the like. Air force reservists 
give instruction in the 300 aero dubs of B0SAAF. She lavy gives reserve 
training with the fleet to some of its specialists. Category H men 
(who have never had their three-yoer hitch) get the setae type of training 
as outlined above .
